increasing costs raw materials, labor, and incidental 
supplies, attributed the rising cost book cloths, leading 
book cloth producer reports Although not every 
manufacturer has yet announced new prices, all are facing 
these rising costs and may soon forced follow suit. Some 
have thus far contented themselves with withdrawing current 
price schedules attitude watchfully awaiting govern- 
ment action. 

Our informant notes that since the last increase the 
firm’s prices (based upon the December market), advances 
from per yard have been made standard 
print cloths and sheetings—the grades cotton grey cloth 
from which bookcloth made this manufacturer. 10% 
increase labor costs, advancing prices dyes, solvents, and 
filling materials, and general mill supplies, have helped 
make these increases necessary, asserted. 

Future prices depend whether the costs grey goods 
continue rise, the government sets ceiling under which 
these prices must stay. The suppliers will naturally base 
their actions upon this point. 

This manufacturer attributed the present situation the 
limited supply grey goods because the heavy demand 
the government for fabrics other than bookcloth made 
from this material. 

the other hand, the Cotton Textile Institute, inform- 
ing that the industry was compelled produce 
500,000 bales this year (more than 50% over the yearly aver- 
age), laid the blame the sudden rush demands upon 
the manufacturers. They are being asked produce 
few months what normally would require year. The diffi- 
culty, then, lies the inability the industry supply the 
quantities wanted the time allotted for delivery. in- 
crease about 10c per lb. the cost cotton, and 
general increase 16% labor, have admittedly contributed 
their share the increased cost.

For years the Standard Paper Co. had been distribut- 
ing annually sample book some 500 printers and 
other users its territory. depicted the Standard 
line wedding invitations, ball programs; birthday, 
greeting, and visiting cards; correspondence paper, and 
other items. 

“The fact that certain items were stocked year after 
year without change and that this resulted consider- 
able duplication and unnecessary expense compiling 
new sample book made big impression Cyrus 


While the early history the bookmaking in- 
dustry general known us, the cradle days loose- 
leaf have hitherto been shrouded obscurity. The ac- 
companying article, the latest BGBP’s series the 
evolution and growth loose-leaf, tells how the loose- 
leaf catalog today had its colorful beginnings the 
first practical loose-leaf sample book. tells, also, how 
the history one the most important loose-leaf houses 
today may traced back that early sample book.

Morehouse recently told the writer his loose-leaf 


the bright idea 


Tue wea took the form loose-leaf sample book 
the telescopic post binder type which the customers 
could substitute new pages for obsolete ones. The in- 
itial binder, made Morehouse’s order, was about 14” 
wide and 11” high. Two brass posts 5/16” tubing 
long and knurled-head screws long engage with 
the inside thread the posts made possible start 
the book thickness and increase about 75%. 
The telescoping posts provided the expansion feature, 
since, removing the knurled head screws, sheets 
could slipped out shifted from the lower cover 
the upper, without disturbing their arrangement 
order. Frets fillers were slipped over the posts 
take the space occupied the sample mounted 
the leaves. The Standard Paper Co. and its printer 
customers liked the new-fangled volume. The inventor 
decided patent it. 

Patent Office records fail reveal 
post binder patent issued prior No, 464,731, granted 
Morehouse December 1891 (it had been filed Sep- 
tember 17, 1891). The important point remember 
that the posts did not extend through the top cover. 
Just what effect Morehouse’s telescopic binder had 
the early ledgers that followed, remains investi- 
gated; but his place among the ingenious pioneers 
loose-leaf assured. 

1892 Morehouse left the Standard Paper Co. and 
went into the loose-leaf business, then its infancy. 
the Morehouse Mfg. Co. Milwaukee and started 
manufacture his binder. The following year, believing 
that the open back his original binder was little 
crude Morehouse worked out another inspira- 
tion whereby the spine was covered with telescoping 
back flange that improved the appearance considerably. 
This was Patent No. 511,860, granted January 1894. 
There followed another Morehouse patent, No. 543,101, 
granted July 23, 1895 (filed December 1894), for 
“temporary binder comprising pair clamping strips 
constituting parts stiff right-angle rear cover sec- 
tions.” Morehouse’s three early patents form funda- 
mentally the basic principles catalog binders that 
are popular use and demand today. 

The Morehouse Mfg. Co. started out making albums 
for unmounted photographs. The loose-leaf feature 
made this very desirable since the photographs could 
mounted and allowed dry under flat surfaces. The 
firm also made binder suitable for binding sheet 
music and provided linen hinges for attaching music 
the post punching the holes the hinges slip 
over the posts.

states. Heinn, Morehouse, and Paine, 
grain broker, then organized The Heinn Co., which 
bought the machinery the Morehouse Mfg.

Co. salesman the music binders and 
later also sold the photograph albums. Because 
Heinn’s acquaintance among buyers this type 
merchandise and since was slated most the 
selling, the new firm was named after him. Mr. Heinn 
started the road and Morehouse assumed the pro- 
duction (Paine was not active.) This was 1896, 
important date loose-leaf, since marked the 
beginnings major loose-leaf manufacturing 
concern. 

year two later conceived the idea using 
our binders not only for sample books but for loose-leaf 
Morehouse recollected. principle where- 
new leaves could substituted for those out date 
seemed sound catalogs well sample books. 
Loose-leaf was then getting under way the bookkeep- 
ing and record-keeping field but had still applied 
catalogs. think can safely say that The Heinn 
Co. blazed trail there. 

“To change the leaves lots one more without 
taking the catalog all apart, made the posts admit 
quick-acting device that would lock any position. 
This was big improvement. Our first big catalog order 
was sold Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett Co., the big 
Chicago wholesale hardware house. Mr. Austin was 
then charge the company’s advertising. Impressed 
with the novelty the loose-leaf idea, later placed 
order for 20,000 catalog covers for approximately 
$28,000. This said have been the biggest loose- 
leaf sale that time. Ordered late 1899, the 
covers were delivered 1900.

entries. The symbols used our pronounciation key 
were kept the least number possible without any 
way affecting the accuracy understandability the 
phonetic respellings. All the special marks the key 
were chosen for their simplicity, that they could 
easily remembered and used writing the student. 
And took particular pains make sure that all 
our special characters involved only minimum 
strangeness.

There are three main types base commonly used: 
adjustable sectional base, square sectioned base with 
diagonal tracks for hooks, and toggle honeycomb 
base. Each style base has its own very definite use 
gain best results. 


adjustable sectional base 


WHEN JOB PRINTED has sufficient number 
pages require two more press forms, the base 
may made steel sections with fixed guides 
the top and one side, and with ratchet screw guides 
the bottom and the other side. This provides satis- 
factory method holding plates position and 
easy, time-saving way changing plates the press 
for all successive forms after the first. 

The first form may prepared advance lock- 
ing the base chase and laying the plates the 
base. avoid rebuilding the base the press for 
successive forms, all plates should uniform size. 

When the form size approaches the maximum bed 
size the press, then becomes necessary lock 
much the form possible chase. After sliding 
the form the press bed the chase must removed, 
the additional base sections added, and the complete base 
locked the press bed. The changing set 
plates the press from one form another eco- 
nomically done the use ratchet, which will loosen 
the ratchet screws fraction the time required 
with other bases, where key used loosen hooks. 

brass ratchet desirable since its contact with the 
steel ratchet screws will not cause excessive wear. Fre- 
quent replacement ratchet screws necessary when 
steel ratchets are used. 


Sometimes necessary print books carrying two 
folios each page, the regular one the top the 
same line with the running head, and special one 
centered the bottom the page.

sectioned base with diagonal track 


Forms coNTAINING CATALOG PLATES not uniform 
size having bleed borders and rules are more eco- 
nomically made sectioned base with diagonal 
tracks for hooks. The fact that the hooks run along 
diagonal tracks permits their moving hold various size 
plates, without the necessity lifting the hooks from 
one position another. 

The method moving hook the inserting 
key which will make appreciable move with slight 
twist the key handle, tends permit the changing 
irregular sizes plates from one form another 
the least possible time. Since this type base must 
locked chase, the complete bed capacity the press 
cannot used unless the chase removed the press 
bed, additional sections half sections added, and the 
entire base locked the press bed.

toggle honeycomb base 


For work two more colors, toggle base 
has very definite place. Forms may prepared com- 
pletely advance and, the use oiled stone 
proof offset press proof the key color, the 
forms for the second, third, and fourth colors may 
built with reasonable degree accuracy, thus re- 
ducing costly press register time minimum. 

Toggle bases are held together quoinless chases 
that can also made usable part the base 
having the sides parallel the press bearers, and 
having the side opposite the gripper drilled the same 
the sections the base. Very small moves plates 
can accurately made, but major moves are re- 
quired becomes necessary move the hook another 
hole the base. However, most the major moves 
are made before the form actually sent press. 

When becomes necessary cut color plate into 
several pieces for register purposes, much easier 
work with toggle base since there room use many 
hooks the size the plate will permit. Thus form 
made large number small plates can 
registered with greater economy time than when 
using other types base.

because unforeseen delays, such paper ink short- 
age, slow drying ink the first side work- 
one-piece honeycomb base, lifting forms can ac- 
complished with minimum expense; and usually the 
greater part the makeready time can saved 
preserving the makeready and replacing the form the 
press from which was lifted. 

Toggle base and hooks are advisable the progress- 
ive plant, since when using them there seems 
minimum accidents due plates becoming loose 
while presses are running. And with the smaller, high- 
speed automatic presses today, press running time 
represents major part the earnings the business.

held June Harvard University part the ALA 
convention the Hotel Statler, Boston. Six experts 
discussed with 130 librarians (one from Vancouver, 
C.) the fine points library binding and the repair 
damaged books. 

Thomas Ayer (Richmond Public Library) acted 
chairman the clinic, assisted Pelham Barr, 
LBI executive. Lee Zimmerman (Minnesota State 
Dept. Education), chairman the ALA Bookbinding 
Committee, arranged the meeting. 

Frieda Boessel (Baltimore Public Library) argued 
for gay, attractive colors children’s books, because 
the need for bindings make favorable impression 
juvenile readers. She cited examples showing in- 
creased popularity certain books after rebinding. 
lustrated covers were mentioned great improvement. 


time rebind 
(Peoria Public Library) suggested 
that librarians might save much valuable time spent trying 
repair books too far gone, sending them out for rebind- 
ing. expressed his horror the gummed strips often 
used and hard remove make rebinding almost 
impossiblity. Don’t try drill holes books, 
warned, instead having them oversewn. increase the 
practice discarding old, worn-out books was Mr. Brown- 
ing’s final recommendation. 
William Thurman (N. Public Library) extracted

ing periodical and reference books. Emphasizing the dif- 
ference between binding these and binding ordinary circulat- 
ing books, suggested his hearers should consider: the 
amount and manner use; kind reader; rate wear;

serts, points maximum wear; and the condition 
the volume.

Short-grain sheets have 
tendency curl the edges when fed into the press, 
jamming the gripper fingers (they hold the sheet 
tight the and damaging the blanket 
offset press. This means time lost extricating the 
sheet and replacing the blanket. All may very 
likely result delayed deliveries. There are good 
many printers who will not accept even single-color 
job run short-grain sheet. 

Register seriously affected the change the 
size the short-grain sheet goes through the 
press. Since will only squeeze out one direction, 
weather all humid, and your sheet any size, 
simply cannot run because the excessive curl. 

Much the above applies equally well letterpress 
printing. Damaged plates torn packings are fre- 
quent results short-grain stock curling feeding the 
press. 

One other point: Every time you start and stop 
offset press, for such troubles I’ve mentioned, you in- 
terrupt the smooth flow the water and therefore 
affect the evenness the color.

12’s, deep. 

you might planning volume 256 pages— 
usually run 8-32’s short-grain paper. you 
can eliminate pages, you may run the book 
and use long-grain stock. 

these slight changes you will save money 
plates, printing, and paper. Your binding will cost 
you about more per book, but 3000 edition 
there would saving $45 $50 buying your 
long-grain stock the market. You can also order 
reprints without having worry about ordering special 
stock again. 

These are just couple the ways which you can 
save money consulting your printer lithographer.

art major course Carleton

Bill Nicoll into further contact with 
the graphic arts and led eventually 
his present post. His first work 
here acquainted him with many 
angles editing and producing text- 
books, such index-making, picture 
gathering, and checking proofs. 
Gradually undertook the more in- 
teresting tasks arranging type 
and pictures pages, and planning 
bindings, meeting with more and 
more problems book design, form- 
ulating some theories his own, 


and adopting others after experi- 
mentation.
